The teach- 
er's aims should be three in number, 
(1) to arouse interest, (2) to give 
the guiding facts of history, (3) to 
encourage habits of research. Mr. 
Klein then discussed the last phase 
uiiiU'i two lirails, llie inetliocl of study 
and the nature and results of the 
work. Tlie beauty of the study of 
history is that no defii:ite con- 
clusions need to he reached. In fact 
too definite conclusiouR an- to be 
avoided.

An- 
other says it is the soil. In conclu- 
sion, the speaker pointed out that 
there is a need of more co-operative 
work of students and of more organi- 
zations. Dr. Wells, as originator of 
the scheme of exchange between col- 
leges, then arose and expressed his 
personal appreciation of Mr. Klein's 
paper. 

Dr. Friar expressed the regrets of 
Dr. Colby, the oldest member, nt 
not being present, and welcomed the 
old members, each of wboiii was pre- 
vailed on to address the Club, includ- 
ing Dr. Nutter, Professor Ludlow, 
Mr. Williams, Professor Rose, and 
Messrs. Dcwitt, George Currie, A.

They may have 
been grumbling in the past, and just- 
ly 80, but Bnglnnd by Investini; gen- 
erously by soothing legislation and 
by principles of British justice bad 
removed nil ill-feelings oni the part 
of the Irish, and were it not for the 
flaMby opportunism of the present 
British statesmen, there would never 
have been any agitation for Home 
Rule, It would be fotal to the unity 
of the Empire, because not being con- 
sistent with Imperial unity nnd not 
offerini.' "m- 'fc -o ird ffir the "linor- 
Ity. a hostile rrrlinment at Dublin 
would bp a rrcflter danger to Eng- 
Innd thnn invasion.
